NEW ART 


With more than 800 acquisitions 1n 
2004, the AGO continues to build 
on the strength of its permanent col- 
lection. Among the highlights this 
year, the Gallery acquired a signifi- 
cant Emily Carr oil on paper, In the 
Pores, B.C, around 1935.4 canonical 
image of cathedral-like forest interi- 
ors, this work captures Carr’s vivid 
investigation of rhythm and move- 
ment, so fundamental to these late 
images. With fluid, broad, languid 
strokes, she is able to make the forest 
breathe and to engulf the viewer in 
its beautiful rhythms. 

An important addition to the 
Contemporary Collection is Crack, 
a video projection by Toronto artist 
Louise Noguchi. This acquisition 
updates the AGO’s holdings of this 
important local artist and augments 
our representation of current devel- 
opments 1n media art. 


Statue of Queen Nana with Child 1s 
one of the crowning sculptures of 
the Frum African collection at the 
Gallery, one of the most significant 
donations of African art to a North 
American museum, and one that dis- 
tinguishes the AGO as home to one 
of the most prestigious collections of 
African tribal sculpture in the world. 

The Staircase Landing, rue de Miro- 
mesnil, is an evocative painting by 
French artist Edouard Vuillard. It de- 
picts the shadowy interior hallway of 
Vuillard’s family residence, and like 
the browns and blacks found in 17th 
century Dutch genre painting, contri- 
butes to a mood of brooding mystery. 

The AGO’s photography collec- 
tion was greatly enhanced by a num- 
ber of significant gifts, among them 
unusual objects that incorporate 
photographic images. One 1s a unique 
metal box that has an American 
Express receipt to E.G. Redfield, and 
is accompanied with a tintype, pos- 


The pen and ink work Kolloseum is 
the Gallery’s first German romantic 
landscape, a large watercolour by 
Franz Innocenz Kobell. From 1779 to 
1784, Kobell lived in Rome, where 
he created this imaginative vision 
around the city’s famous Colloseum. 
Kobell’s landscapes earned him wide 
acclaim, and the southern vistas ren- 
dered in his unique style prompted 
collectors such as Goethe to seek out 
his work. 

A magnificent addition to the 
Edward P. Taylor Research Library’s 
collection of the book arts is The Art 


Journal for 1875. The binding of this 


volume was designed and executed by 
Victor Lafrance of Quebec City. It 1s 
a richly coloured, fanciful combina- 
tion of Mauresque and Byzantine 
styles, heavily decorated with gilt 
scrollwork on both covers and edges.

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NEW BUILDING 


“It’s going to be very exciting. It’s all 
wood and very Canadian.” As Toronto- 
born architect Frank Gehry told the 
Toronto Star in March 200s, the design 
vision for Transformation AGO 1s also 
very complete, after more than a 

year as a work in progress. The Los 
Angeles-based Gehry team worked in 
close collaboration with the AGO and 
its community to design a building 
with remarkable integrity and coher- 
ence. Guided by an architect who 
thinks like an artist, the project went 
through a number of iterations in 

its facade, materials, lighting, acoustics 
and myriad other elements that 

will mark the transformation when 
complete in Spring 2008. 


The AGO’s neighbours were among 
many vital partners in the design phase, 
forming a community working group 
chaired by Toronto City Councillor 
Olivia Chow. Meeting seven times 
over the design phase of the project, 
the group was candid and articulate in 
its input and helped ensure that the 
transformed AGO would uphold and 
enhance its long relationship with the 
community and Grange Park. Frank 
Gehry’s own commitment to his 
childhood hometown also contributed 
to a design that is as sensitive and 
responsive as it 1s innovative. The Feb- 
ruary 2005 unanimous approval of the 
project by Toronto City Council was a 
powerful endorsement of both the 


design and its successful integration
